A Waverly Mob Makes Short 
Work of the Barber Brothers.

One of the Coolest Lynchings on Record—The 
Desperadoes Taken from Jail and Hung— 
Sketches of the Brothers and’ Their Career. 


- 


”" WAVFRLY, IA., June 9.—After having 
succeeded in safely moving the Barber 
brothers from.-Waverly to Independence, the 
sheriff yesterday brought the prisoners back 
to this city, where the feeling has been so 
intense againstthem. Whenit was discov- 
ered here yésterday that the prisonerf had 
been removed great disappointment was felt, 
and as soon as the fact of their return to the 
Waverly Jail it became known the excite- 
ment broke out afresh. As dusk began 
knots of people began to collect uvon the 
sidewalks, and the deeds of the caged des- 
peradoes provided the only theme of discus- 
sion. it soon came to be understood that 
the fate of the brothers were sealed. The 
bitter exhibition of feeling which the popv- 
lace exhibited earlier in the evening passe d 
away, and the calm,  buirness-like way 
in which they talked showed that they had 
made up their mind upon a summary execu- 
tion, and were cooly arranging the details. 
As the news of the transfer spread the 
crowds on the streets grew in size, and 11 p. 
m. the body of lynchers had been augmented 
by recruits from the country, and was a 
very formidible gathering. Half an hour 
later they moved on tothe jail, which they 
surrounded, while the leaders demanded of 
the jailer the release of the Barber brothers. 
This was refused, and the mob quietly pro- 

ceeded witmé#sledge-hammers, crowbars, 


pick-axes and other implements to batter 
down the jail doors, which soon gave way 
under the onslaught. The breach effected, 
the mob, which was under the leadership of 
a brother of D@puty Sheriff Marion Shep- 
pard, who met his death at the desperadoes’ 
hands, rushed in, and breaking down the 
door of the cell in which the men 
they wereafter were confined, secured them. 
No attempts to struggle was made 
by either of the brothers, whv met their exe- 
cutioners boldly and asked no favors. Ropes 
which the bystanders had brought with them 
were flung around their necks and ¢he mob 
rushed from the jail, the prisoners following 
ata jog trot. The objective point of a clump 
of trees situated about three-quarters of a 
mile from the jail was reached in quick time, 
and here the tragedy was consummated. ‘The 
brothers gave no signs of hope or fear, and 
their executioners neither by wourd or deed 
indicated any desire to aggravate the terrible 
fate they: had in store for their prisoners. A 
moment of —— was granted the doomed 
men who, asSoon as the woods were reached, 
suddeniy shot up into mid-air, high above 
the heads of the surrounding crowd. The 
work of throwing the ropes over the tree 
limbs and dragging them taut had been ac- 
complised with such celerity that 
: A BUZZ OF SURPRIEX ...- 

went up, directiy it was. found that 
tiie job had been finally accomplished. The 
men struggled but very little, aad as soon as 
the stillness and limpness of death became 
apparent in chest and limb, the lynchers be- 
came satisfied that their work had been well 
done, and leaving: their victim dangiing in 
the night breezes, they returned back to 
town. The body of lynchers was very large- 
ly, some say entirely, made up of residents 
of Lafavette county, the scene of bloudiest 
deeds of the gang of desperadves, who acted 
under the Barber brothers’ lead, The town 
of West Unton, where Deputy Sheriff Snep- 
pard was killed, supplied a strong quota, 
and then provided the leader, who planned and 
putinto execution the lawless scheme of 
vengeance. 

The sheriff’s action in removing the broth- 
ers from independence where they were 


— 


safe, to Vaverly, where their 
doom was & ., certaipsy, has 
been very severely ommented 


upon by the class of the community who 
have no sympathy with such lawless acts as 
that of last night. He claims to have be- 
lieved that all danger of mob violence was 
passed, a statement Which causes many to 
smile ineredulously. ‘The removal from 
Waverly to Independence was neatly accoim- 
plishea. The brothers were very anxious to 
go, the younger one, William, feeling that 
his end was near atid begging that he might 
be taken away and permitted to see his 
mother once more. Between nine and ten p. 
m.a doubie carriage was driven near the 
jail and they were smuggled into it and 
driven to Waterloo, twenty miles distant, 
where the Lilinois Central train was caught 
which took them. to Independence. Here 
they were lodged in a cell together. They 
were ina pitiable condition, their clothes 
consisting of pants, shirt, vest and hat, 
their feet being badly cut up and swollen, 
while their heads and faces bore marks of 
severe punishment received their recent 
conflict. In this sad plight their pictures 
were taken and a very large sale of the 
photographs is anticipated. While in the 
Independene jail, lke, the elder of the men, 
acted quietly, while William was constantly 
boasting about his and his brother’s prow- 
ess. When asked whether one of his 
pictures shofild be sent to his wife Ike 
broke down completely and sobbed piti- 
fully. He was only twenty-five years old 
but leaves a wife and twe children. Wil- 
liam who was only twenty-three, leaves a 
wife and three children. ‘The father of 
the boys, who was of French origin, came 
from New York State and settled in Fay- 
ette Couhty over thirty years ago, and his 
eldest son still lives there on the old farni. 
The old man has been dead 
eighteen years. ‘Lhe mother is 
still living at Glendin, Montana, and her 
address was found in the coat pocket of one 
of the desperados, given at independence. 
As soon as it was learned that the brothers 
were in jail ’ 
MUCH EXCITEMENT WAS AROUSED, 
and the question of organizing a iyuching 
party was seriously diseussed. 
Although tue Barber brothers had pur- 
sued a iawiess career for several years, 
being in command of a gang of reckless 
characters, they first became publicly known 
as outlaws when they murdered a deputy 
Sheriff named Marion Sheppard who sought 
to arrest them for horse-stealing. ‘They 
claimed that they took the animal from a 
farmer who had refused to pay them for 
work whieh they had done for him. Resisting 
arrest, they ciaiined that the officer shot at 
them, striking Billin the head, whereupon 
lke, shot, drew his réVolver and killed the 
deputy.

It is certain 
that but for Errington’s haste and indiscre- 
tion, the letter, which has caused such 
trouble, would never have been published, 
even in the semi-official Moniteur. Cardina! 
Jacobini and the Pope are both said to be 
deeply incensed at what is at least a grave 
offense against ecciesiastical etiquette. Er- 
rington is taking comfort in the delusave 
hope that he will be made a_ baronet, 
and attached to the’ British embassy. 
Warm debates have occurred in the Conm- 
mons over the question as to whethepErring- 
ton had been recommended to Rome by the 
Government. Mr. Gladstone stated, in 
answer to aquestion, that Errington had 
one to Rome altogether on his own sugges- 
ion. Lord E. Fitzmaurice also stated that 
no part of Errington’s expenses had been 
contributed by the Government in any form. 
REFUSED AN INTERVIEW. 

Boston, June 9.—A correspondent of the 
Pilot cabies the following from Rome: ‘The 
Pope to-day refused to receive Errington, 
who asked an audience. This may indicate 
acomplete change in the Irish policy. Er- 
rington is in absolute disgrace with the-vati- 
ean.

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THE COTTON CROP. 


Favorable Reports from Points in the 
South—Corn and Wheat. 

MEMPHIS, TENN., June 9.—The following 
are the replies received by Messrs. Hill, 
Fontaine & Co., of this city, in response to 
350 letters of inquiry sent to planters and 
merchants in the cotton belt tributary to 
Memphis, which empraces West ‘Tennessee, 
North Mississippi, North Arkansas and 
North Alabama. In regard to acreage, 160 
replies report an increased acreage planted 
in cotton, as compared with last year, 124 re- 
port about the same, 66 report a decrease. 
The average increase is 24% per cent. About 
weather, 180 report the weather as having 
been more favorable than last year, excepting 
the frost and cool weather of May 21, 22, 23, 
24; 114 report Jess favorable, 56 about the 
same. About stands, 204 report stands good, 
70 moderately good, 76 poor. About the 
present condition of the crop, 154 report the 
crop in good condition, 68 in fair condition, 
128 in a backward condition. All report 
wore or less injury from the frost and cool 
weather, which checked the growth of the 
plant, but with a favorable season, the 
dainage, it is thought, will be regained. The 
plant is also reported as being smaller than 
usual for the season. In corn, 108 re- 
port an increased acreage piayted with corn, 
112 reporta decrease, 1% about the same. 
Average decrease 14%per cent. On the con- 
dition of the corn crop, 278 report the corn 
crop in good condition and 72 in a fair condi- 
tion. Favorable reports come from Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee of increased attention 
being paid to raising hogs, putatoes, small 
fruits, peas and sorghum.

SPECIAL SESSION. 


The Municipal Assembly Meets 
* This Afternoon. 


Full Text of the Mayor’s Message—The 
Appropriation Bill—Dramshop Licenses 
—Meatshop Licenses. 


Both branches of the Municipal Assembly 
met at3 o’clock this afternoon in obedience 
to the proclamation of the Mayor. Imme- 
diately after roll call the following message 
which had been received from the Mayor 
was read and referred to committees. 
The message was as follows: 


MAYyOR’S OFFICE. 
St: Louis, June 9, 1883. 
To the Municipal Assembly of St. Louis: 
GENTLEMEN—You are convened in spe- 
cial session to-day under the proclamation of 
the 6th inst,, issued pursuant to section 18, 
of article 4 of the city charter, and I will 
briefly state the objects for which you are 
convened, first remarking, however, that 
your action is, by the above mentioned pro- 
vision of the charter, confined to such ob- 
jects as | may now, or shall hereafter, during 
the pendency of this session, submit to you. 
The city charter provides that the Munici- 
pal Assembly shall, in each fiscal year, ap- 
propriate money tor the epayment of the 
interest and principal of the public debt, for 
public improvements, and for the support of 
the citv government; and that no money 
shall be paid out of the treasury sexcept on 
the auditor’s warrant, and no warrant shall 
be issued on any appropriation unless there is 
an unexpended baiance to the credit there- 
of sufficient to cover such war- 
rant, and money in the treasury to pay it. 
The ordinary method of proceeding under 
the above provisions of law is for the Comp- 
troller to submit to the Municipal Assembly, 
at the commencement of each fiscal year, an 
estimate of the revenue and expenditures of 
the year. ‘This estimate, so far as expendi- 
tures are concerned, is made after consuita- 
tion by the Comptroller with the heads of 
departments. ‘The general appropriation 
bill is* adopted early in each fiscal 
year, and is to some extent based on the 
Comptroller’s estimate. The anticipated 
revenue of the city is set apart by the appro- 
priation bill to the various depafttinents of 
the city government, to the payment of in- 
terest and principal of the public debt, to 
public work, to lighting and cleaning the 
city, to supplying it with water, and to 
maintaining the police and fire depart- 
ments. In this manner the money of 
the city coming to its treasury during the 
year for interest, public debt and municipal 
purposes, is parceled out by the Municipal 
Assembly early in the fiseal year. The ad- 
vantages of the system are that it permits 
no floating debt to be created; it requires 
departinent expenditures to be kept within 
the appropriation made for the department, 
and it enforces economy. ‘The method 
spoken of seems to be the only feasible plan 
of conducting a local government like that 
of St. Louis, having a limited income, in- 
capable of indefinite expansion, 
THE PRIMARY OBJECT 
of the present special session is the adop- 
tion of an appropriation bill. I make no 
doubt that the houses, on consultation, will 
be able to agree on one... Practicaliy, it is 
for you to say.how the income of the city 
during the presemt year shall be expended. 
l desire to add, however, that it is impor- 
tant that you — shall determine the 
matter with all practicable speed. The tem- 
pory approprigtions heretofore made during 
the present fiscal year will serve to conduct 
the city government until the end of the 
resent Inontl, and expenditures subsequent 
o that time must be covered Dy the regular 
appropriation bill which you are now asked 
to consider. 
lI also submit to vou 
THE DRAM-SHOP ORDINANCE. 

The dram shops carrying on business in this, 
city are lieeased under the provisions of ar- 
ticie 2 of chapter 37 of the revised ordinance 
of 1881. ‘The licenses now in foree will 
expire on September 1. 1883. The revenue 
derived by the city from dram-shop licenses 
as at present adjusted, aggre- 
gates over $200,000 annually. At the last 
session of the State Legislature the general 
State statute regulating dram shops was 
amended in several particulars by the adop- 
tion of what is Known as the Downing high- 
license bill. The amendatory law will go 
into effect on July 1, 1883. Under its terms 
a  eonsiderable lnerease in the tax 
levied on dram-shop licenses is ef- 
fected, as compared with the amount 
levied by the ordinance now in foree, The 
opponents Of the Downing law claim first 
thatit does not apply two St. Louis; and, 
secondly, that the law is unconstitutional on 
the ground that it levies a tax in violation of 
‘the prohibition of the State constitution, 
which forbids the State Legis- 
lature from imposing taxes on 
counties, cities, towns or other munici- 
pal corporations. 1 have made the forego- 
ing statement, not for the purpose of ex- 
pressing an opinion on the merits of the 
Downing law, bor on the question whether 
it includes St. Louis iu its operation, nor 
whether it is valid legisiation, but solely for 
the purpose of impressing on you the necessi- 
ty of acting carefully and thoughtfully in the 
premises. If the law Is constitutional and 
if it applies to St. Louis, the ordinance 


| governing dram shops should be conformed 
'to its terms. But, on the other hand, if either 


one of the above objections to the law is well 
tuken, no amendment to the present ordi- 
nanee is necessary. 
A THIRD MATTER 

to which your attention is called, is the ques- 
tion of licensing meat-shops. At present no 
ordinance to this effect is in force, and au- 
thorit® is hereby given you to Jegisiate on 
the subject if you deem it expedient. 

I have no other legislation to submit at 
present. Itis not my wish to unnecessarily 
prolong the session. I have eaMed it to ob- 
viate any embarrassment arising by the re- 
cess taken in the first special session from 
June 5 to Octuber 16. it rests with you 
to determine when the special session 
shall end. It must, of course, terminate 
prior to October 16. I am not averse to 
submitting for your consideration any meas- 
ure, if saftsfied that the public interests de- 
inand that it shall be heard. Respectfully,

When 
the change of docation was made it seemed 
understood that the building was to be re- 
modeled or rebuilt during this summer, 
bat circumstances have made this impos- 
sible. Itisto be hoped, however, that in 
another year the Franklin will be rebuilt, 
and accomodations Will be provided for the 
Normal which are suitable to a school which 
represents the most advanced grade of train- 
ing in a public school system like that of St 
Louis. 
IMPORTANCE OF THE NORMAL SCHOOL. 
It will be necessary to devise means for 
enlarging the school to at least 100 students, 
if the principle is to be recognized in future, 
also, that the schools should be tarteht by 
teachers trained carefully for their work. 
During the last ten years from 64 to G7 teachers 
resigned their positions. At least sixty new 
teachers are needed each year, while at pres- 
ent the Normal cannot graduate more thea 
about fifteen. The supply of teachers on the 
list will soon be exhausted, and the question 
will arise how to fill vaeaneies. Lven if some 
experienced teachers trom other cities should 
be induced to come here, the majorty of 
these positions must, after all, be oiled by 
home talent. Itis necessary, therefore, to 
enlarge the normal, or to appoint those who 
lack all professional preparation for the lm 
portant work of instructing the young. 
There is no school of greater importance 
to the whole school systein 
than the Normal. Through 1t 
leads the road towards the improvement of 
education in general, for the better the 
teachers are.and the more carefully they have 
been trained, the better are the schools 
which they teach. Whatever care Is be- 
stowed upon a Normal school will benefit ia- 
directly all the other schools. 

ln the normal school the young teacher 
studies the laws of the mind, the gifts and 
needs of childhood, which must be well un- 
derstood if teachingis to bea_ process of 
rowth and development rather than one of 
eeding the memory with scholastic facts, 
The young teacher learns that there 
is a wide difference between merely 
hearing recitations and teaching. Normal 
school. training aims at Imparting to the 
young teacher respect for the educational 
work of the past, forit leads her to study 
the thoughts of the great.teachers of the 
world; but she must also learn that there are 
new problems to be solved, and that 
there is what mgy be — called 
new education, which designs to remodel th 
school room by making it less subservient & 
scholasticism and more to life. Itlays stres 
on the principle that the aim 
education is not to fit the child for the r 
quirements of the school reom, bu 
for the requirements of life. These 
Normal school training tries to Treprese 
and in their behalf it appeals to all the 
iriends of education for their active suppor.

OTHER PEOPLE'S MONEY. 

A very curious scene was presented in one 
of the courts of justice of this city yester- 
day. A gentleman who, by the favor of 
the court, had obtained the appointment of 
receiver ofthe Columbia Life Insurance 
Company, after five anda-half years’ man- 
agement of its assets, during which be had 
regularly drawn an allowance of $3,500 a year, 
brought several of his friends into court to 
give their views of the proper amount of his 
final compensation. 

The most moderate estimate rated his 

services at $6,000 a year. One sanguine 
friend thought they were worth $12,000, 
while other less sanguine friends, consider- 
ing that they were voting away other peo- 
ple’s money, contented themselves with 
averaging a receiver’s pay at about $9,000 
a year. 
. This is ina city in which no judge, federal 
or local, is paid $6,000a year. We pay our 
Mayor $4,000. The Postmaster, the United 
States Treasurer and the Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, who'give heavy bonds, receive 
$4,000 or $4,500, ‘The salaries of our respon- 
sible city officials average nearer $3,000 than 
$9,000. None of them ever resign on account 
of the salary being too small. | 

We hazard nothing in saying that not one 
of the capitalists wha so glibly advised the 
court to pay a salary of ten or twelve thou- 
sand dollars of other people’s money had 
ever at any time of his life paid that amount 
of his own money as salary for the best man 
he could find. 

This waste and dissipation of the property 
of poor policy-holders to pay exorbitant 
compensation to receivers and lawyers is a 
perversion of justice, and an outrage which 
cries to heaven for redress. It has gone too 
far alreagy. It should not be allowed to go 


any farther. ;

A SMALL SWINDLE. 


We beg to cail the attention of the authori- 
ties of tne City Treasury to a very siffall 
swindle whichis being played on the city 
under the guise of printing the municipal 
record. 

The newspaper which has received the 
contract for doing the work at rates which it 
voluntarily offered, ts to be paid a cent or so 
for each line of space occupied by the city 
printing. It proposes to add thirty per cent 
to its bills by making the city pay for blank 
space, which is not occupied by printing or 
by anything else. 

It is a very small swindje, but it is big 
enough to be noticed and to be prevented. 

If the City Register certifies that the print- 
ing has occupied a space which it has not 
occupied, he will lend himself to a fraud. 

If the Auditor certifies to the correctness 
of incorrect accounts, he becomes a party to 
the fraud. 

If the Treasurer pays an account which is 
fraudulent he becomes a party to a fraud. 

The obvious purpose of this swindle is not 
so much to make money out of the advertis- 
ing in the paper as to obtain a small illicit 
gain by palming off on the city blank paper 
as printed matter in the book contract. 

It isa sharp game, but we have our rea- 
sons for believing that it will not work. 


A CHANCE FOR GRESHAM. 

It is explained, in a semi-official way, 
through the Washington correspondents of 
the organs, that the Niobrara daily mail 
service, by four-horse coach, for the accom- 
modation of a few bone-gatherers and the 
Sioux Indlans, was ordered and let to men 
under indictment for the Star Route frauds, 
because Representative VALENTINE desired 
it, and Senator VAN Wyck opposed it.

Such are the 
luminous reasons given for ordering a need- 
less service ata cost of $13,000 a year, and 
throwing the whole weighe of the Post-oftice 
against the prosecution of the Star Route 
thieves, by awarding the contract to two 
of the defendants and having them sign it 
in the court-room while on trial! They 
simply explain that the spoils idea fs upper- 
mostin the management of postal affairs, 
and that there is no idea of permitting civil 
service reform to interfere with the looting 
operations of the contract bureau.

A JEALOUS JOURNALIST. 


Fatal Termination of a Rivalry for 
Woman’s Favors. 


KANSAS CiTy, Mo., June 9.—Last mid. 
night Orth A. Stein, alias John Bell, city 
editor of tho Evening Star, shot and killed 


George Fredericks, proprietor of the Kansas 
City Theatre Comique, in the hallway of a 
lodging-house kept by a woman named Mat- 
tie Hartline, who has for some months past 
been Fredericks’ mistress. Stein became in- 
fatuated with the woman, and frequently 
visited her in the rooms which Fredricks 

rovided for her, and his: friends warned 

im that this kind of conduct would sooner 
or Jater lead to trouble. Last night Stein 
was in the girl’s room, when Fredericks un- 
expectedly made his appearance. A quar- 
rel ensued, and threats were exchanged, but 
the two men left the place together. 
Shortly afterwards they __ returned. 
Fredericks went the irl’s room, 
and Stein remained in the doorway. 
Ina few minutes Fredericks returned, fol- 
lowed by Mattie Hartline, who stood at the 
head of the’stairs and watched him as he 
descended,’ Just what precipitated the an- 
counter is not known, but the shooting at 
once occured and Fredericks fell in the 
palway with a bullet-hole through his head, 
the ball having entered at the base of the 
skull and come out at the left eye. Doctors 
were called who pronounced that the 
wounded man could not live many hours. 
Stein, when interviewed as to the shooting, 
stated that when Fredericks. came down the 
stairs he drew a pistol, and Yearing for his 
life, he (Stein) drew his weapon and fired 
with fetal result. Stein, who is only twenty- 
one years old, comes from Lafayette, Ind., 
where his family is very respectable. Being 
of an adventurous nature, Stein, over three 
years ago, went to Leadville, Colorado, 
where he was city editor of the Chronicle. 
While in Coiorado he had some trouble at 
Pueblo and changed his name to John Bell, 
though his real connections were 
known to his employers and friends. 
He is a bright and versatile newspaper man. 
a Fredericks, who is a married man of 
family, came here from St. Joe a-year ago. 
He has been a very successful variety man- 

er ana was doing very well in this city.

An English Army Officer Talks of En. 
giish Rule in India. 


Lieut.-Col. W. E, Chambers, of the Bengal 
staff corps, British East India service, is 
stopping at the Planters’. Col. Cnambers 
comes direct from Bombay, via England, on 
the Anchor Line of steamers. He says through 
tickets are sold from India to New York by 


this line and he is taking a trip through 
America for pleasure and for the purpose of 
testing the advantages of an American trip 
from health and economical standpoints,and 
he expects to publish his conclusions in an 
India paper. He says a large number of 
his brother officers are anxious to find a néw 
route of travel wuich shall be economical 
and at the same time free them from tha 
evil etfects of the climate of india. On this 
account one of the chief points of 
investigation will | be Colorado 
Springs, which he thinks a fine resort 
for sufferers from _ liver complaint. 
For a foreigner to live in luadia at all re- 
quires the constant supervision of physi- 
clans, and the only way in which the soldiers 
can exist is by alternating them constantly 
between the high and low lands, and, after a 
few years of service, sending them back to 
England. "The India service is popular among 
the soldiers, because it offers 50 muny fine 
opportunities for profit, but a continued res- 
idence is ruinous to health, and if the change 
of climate was not constantly made foreign- 
ers would die outin two or three genera- 
tions. The population under the Brit- 
ish dominion are all quiet 
now, but Col. Chambers says’ that 
uprisings may be expected every few years, 
because among the savage tribes, like all 
savages, the young men are not considered 
entitled to the rights of a man or fit to marry 
until they have bathed their spears 
in blood. The Government, how- 
ever, is binding the native popu- 
lation more closely ‘to English rule by 
strict exercise of otiin by enlistment in 
the army and the pension system and by the 
establishment of the pustal loan system as 
in England. Col. Chambers remains several 
days in the city with friends.

. SLOWLY STRANGLED. 


How Elbert M. Stevenson Died at Law- 
renceville, Ga.—Public Execution. 


SAVANNAH, GA., June 9.—The hanging at 
Lawrenceville yesterday of Elbert M. Steven- 
son was witnessed by fully 8,000 spectators. 
The crime for which Stevenson paid the ex- 
treme penalty of the law was com- 
mitted at Lawrenceville on August 1), 
1881, his victim being his own 


brother’s widow, a beautiful young woman, 
for whom he entertained a mad passion and 
who had repeatedly refused his dishonorab!e 

roposals, The murderer at the time was 

imself a married man. At the hanging 
yesterday Stevenson maintained the utmost 
composure throughout, exchanging salu- 
tations in a cheerful manner with acquaint- 
ances in the crowd around him. His only 
anxiety appeared to be to prolong his 
last moments to the fullest limit. 
Even when seated over the ae he played 
with the noose, and when the black cap was 
adjusted he continued to exchange witti- 
cisms with those about him, He refused 
persistently either to make an¥ protestations 
of innocence or to admit his — His part- 
ing address was a jumble of nonsense. At 
1:07 o’clock the drop fell, but Stevenson’s 
neck was not broken, and he was suf- 
fered to slowly choke to death. The body 
remained swaying in the air for forty min- 
utes before it was cut down. His remains 
were takenin charge by anuncle and in- 
terred in the same grave with bis victim and 
her little son. Stevenson’s wife refused tv 
the last to have anything to do with him. 


The Cherokee Fund.

‘The Cherokee Legisia- 
ture passed a bill providing that this sum 
shall be divided only among the -native-born 
Cherokees and the freedmen and othe 
adopted citizens of the tribe feel aggrieve 
at this action of the Legisiature 
These adopted citizens eame into the nation 
under the treaty of 1866, which stipulated 
that they should be entitled to all the rights 
of native born citizens. Col. Bushyhead 
said that there would be no tronble about 
the matter, because one part of his mission 
to Washington was to = learn from 
the Government the proper interpretation of 
the treaty stipulation, and that the Chero 
kees would abide by any reasonavle de- 
cision.

DYNAMITE’S DISCIPLES. 


—_—— 


A St. Louis School for the Devel- 
opment of Irish Nihilists. 


_ —— 


Fourteen Young Gentlemen Acquiring the 
Art of Making Infernal Machines and 
‘Manufacturing Explosives--A Local 
Lawyer their Preceptor--A Pupil of 
Mezzeroff--How the Machines are 
Made. 


A Post-DrsPpAtTcn reporter learned the 
other day that a pupil of Professor Mezzeroff, 
the Russian instructor in the manufacture of 
dynamite and infernal machines, had a 
school of the same destructive character run 
ning in this city with a large number of pu- 
mils and a prospect of turning out 
quite an array of bomb-throwers, 
and explosive-jugglers at no distant day. 
Seeking the aid of a gentleman well posted 
in local Irish affairs, the reporter started out 
with him to look up the location of the school 
and some of the men who are taking a course 
of instruction there. Several places were 
visited without any appreciable result, and 
it seemed at length that the search would 
have to be abandoned, until the third story 


of atall building on Chestnut street was 
reached, where, in a printing-office, Michael 
J. Byrne, a young Land Leaguer, of the ordi- 
nary type of Irishman, was found, who loos- 
ened his tongue sufficiently to corroborate 
the several stories the reporter had heard 
anent dynamite in St. Louis. Byrne came 
out into the hall with his apron on, and the 
black stains of his basiness on his nands and 
face. The newspaper man was iutroduced 
asa young Irishman, anxious to help the 
cause of the Emerald isle along by blowing 
all the other nations from the face of the 
oot, and was informed that no new pupils 
or 
THE SCHOOL OF DESTRUCTION 

would betaken until aman named Connor 
returned from Southeast Missouri, whither 
he had gone on business. 

“You will understand,” said Byrne, ‘‘that 
we must be very particular and very 
cautious in what we do, for the 
English Government has her paid s6pies 
everywhere, and information about the 
growth and strength of Irish agitation in 
this country is constantly going to her 
through a thousand secret channels. We 
have aschool here similar to that run by 
Mezzerotf and Rossa in New York, but this 
is not generally known, and we do not want 
to have it made public. We are getting along 
very nicely, and contribute more work to 
headquarters than either the Chicago or 
Philadelphia schools, although for a while 
Philadelphia was the central supply point 
for destructive machines.” 

Byrne talked with very pronounced brogue, 
but chose his language in a scholarly wa 
aud was to all appearances as cautious an 
guarded in his statements as the importance 
of the iniormation he possessed required 
him to be. It was only the presence of the; 
third party and his friendly attitude both to 
the newspaperman and presumably to the 
dynamite policy that caused the youthful 
patriot to open his mouth atall. He seemed 
to be an enthusiast in thecause. Of medium 
height and light igure, not more than twenty 
years could have passed. over his life, and 
there was little in his knotty face, with up- 
turned nose, dark eyes half conceal- 
ing themselves under jutting brows 
and low forehead, ornamenied with a 
few glossy curls of black that indicate. any 
any aspirations higher than the typo’s case, 
or tendency to the rabid doctrine of 
death and dynamite that the false prophets 
oi Llrish freedom are trying to promulgate 
to-day. As the Post-DIsPATCH reporter 
gieaned alter leaving Byrne, he has been in 
this country about eighteen months, three of 
which have been spent here. He lived for 
over a yearin New York city and received 
instruction in the making and selling of 

INFERNAL MACHINES 
from Rossa and the Russian professor, who 
was brought to instruct Hibernian patriots 
and skirmishing fund heroes in the active 
principles of Nihilisin. 

“| don’t know what Byrne was doing in 
Ireland,” said the reporter’s friend, “but he 
was probably engaged in shooting landlords 
and caine to America as the salest place for 
hii justnow. He is one of the tractabie, 
impetuous young fellows of whom there are 
many athome, whoare put forward to do 
btoody work and tind it necessary to make 
a trip to this side of the water to evade the 
reach of the English law.” 
So much for the pupil of 
He is a pupil in the school of death 
still, but the Russian is not 
his preceptor. An lrish lawyer, whose of- 
fice is near the corner of Sixth and Market 
streets, and Whose love for the sunburst and 
shamrock embraces everything from the 
days of St. Patrick on Tara’s Hill down to 
Parnell in Parliament, is the instructor. He 
gracefully combines, so they say, the duties 
of counselorand bomb-filler, and when walk- 
ing the street with his stove-pipe hat tipped 
forward over his nose and his hands joined 
over his cvoat-tail pockets, leaves no roum to 
suspect that arch villainy lurks within his 
gray head, or that he holds the 
lives of Queen Victoria and the royal 
household in one of the paims 
behind his back. ‘The lawyer’s name is 
withheld, lest the Dublin authorities, who 
know him well, might get out extradition 
papers, and tear him away from his clients 
and business here, 

“This sawyer,” said Byrne, when Re got 
started fairly in his speech, “‘was an old- 
time student under Mezzeroflf, and enjoys the 
reputation to-day of being the most expert 
handier of dynamite tobe found either in 
the new or old world. He has improved 
several of Geo. Holgate’s inventions, and 
ls the

infernal machines, which prevents 
nger or detection by carrying them 
in sections, each independent of the 
other, which can be put together ata mo- 
ment’s notice for use. His machine is in 
three pieces, the cap, the box, and the charge, 
being so arranged that they can be distribut- 
ed through the clothing and neither suggests 
the presence or meaning of the other. The 
explosion is brought about by acid carried in 
arsemail vial. This acid eats away the brass 
head of the cap or cartridge in a certain time 
and the detonation follows, ‘The acid runs 
into a chlorate of potash combination which 
brings about the deadly result.” 

““Hiave any of these machines been tested 
yet?’ 

“yes. We went out last week to 
Cote Brilliante and in the neighborhood 
of Bowdern’s quarry set one of the machines 
off. it was fixed to explode in five minutes, 
and we witnessed the scene from a distance 
of four hundred yards. ‘There wasn’t moro 
than a handful of the explosive in the box— 
just about this much,” and he made a hollow 
with his two hands, “‘but it madea violent 
noise, shook the earth like a leaf and torea 
hole inthe ground large enough to puta 
twenty-five foot dwelling-house into. Dyna- 
mite,\you know, expends its forcein a down- 
ward direction, shaking the foundation of a 
building and causing ittotumblein. ‘The 
experiment was most satisfactory. Two 
dozen of the St. Louis machines have been 
sent to New rk during thd past week.”’ 

Here Lyrfi®@went into an extended expla- 
nation of the varieties of infernal inventions 
and said the articles manufactured here were 
of three different kinds: ®he St. Louis 
lawyer’s invention, the latest Holgate ma- 
chine and the “chunk of coal.” olgate’s 
invention, like an ordinary astral oil can, is 
made of heavy galvanized and measures 
twelve inches in height and foyr inches 
square. It is filled with a new powder, dis- 
covered by Holgate, which is of a dark 
brown color, and only explodes in connection 
with the simultaneous application of fre and

power, andis estimated to be 200 times as 
oteagers as giant gunpowder. The can 
olds, therefore, the equivalent of 
900 POUNDS OF POWDER. 
Upon one side and near the top of the can is 
attached, by means of brass screws, an Or- 
dinary clock-spring, movement. Above this 
movement, and connected with it, is a small 
round brass wheel, about an inch in diameter, 
having upon one portion of the circumfer- 
ence a slot or notch. A sprin 
presses upon the edge of the wheel, which 
revolves. When the slot is reached in the 
circuit, the spring falls into it with a =p 
which, in turn, releases another spring fa l- 
ing upon a nipple upon which ils a gun Cap. 
The nipple is of iron and extends down into 
the powder, and the explosion of the cap in- 
stantaneously sets off the compound in the 
bottom of the can. ‘The machine can be set 
anywhere between one minute and thirty- 
six hours. When all is ready, the operator 
closes the lid, fastens it with an iron locker, 
and deposits it where he may desire to cause 
the explosion. It can be kicked, rolled around 
or hammered, but until the spring falls into 
the slot and explodes the cap, there is no 
danger in itsharfdling. By putting the ear 
close to the lid the tick-tick of the clock can 
be heard, but this is not noticeable at a dis- 
tance of six feet. The machine is air-tight, 
and water or any like fluid has no effect on 
the explosive compound, even were it not 
hermetically sealed. It can be securely 
acked ina barrel of lard, a barrel of petro- 
eum, a box of tobacco, a bag of flour, or 
with any of those articles of export which 
are not likeiy to attract attention. The 
power of such a machine depends, of course, 
upon the nature of the confined space in 
which it is placed. 
THE “CHUNK OF COAL” 
is a contrivance fixed up to look like a lump 
of the ordinary bituminous article... [t con- 
tains a sheet-iron box filled with dynainite 
through a glass tube, and when thrown into 
a epap of coal would readily,be fed to the 
firé without exciting the slightest suspicion.
